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THE WEEK’S NEWS. 


T KING'S Regal Progress, — Many 


notable incidents have marked the Royal progress 
upon which the King is at present engaged, and it 
is universally admitted that His Majesty’s reception 
in Portugal and the unfailing deference and enthu- 
siasm with which he was everywhere received form an 
ussurance of lasting benefit to the friendly diplomatic 
relations and mutual commercial interests of the two 
countries. All classes of the people in Lisbon combined 
to do honour to England’s King, and a pretty incident was 
witnessed when a band of Portuguese ladies showered rose- 
leaves upon the two Monarchs as, in friendly converse, they 
utteni a great State function held ‘in honour of the 
illustrious visitor, Prior to his departure from the Portu- 
uese capital, King Edward made u notable speech at a 
| amre given on board the Royal yacht, when, in 
proposing the health of King Carlos in most affectionate 
terms, His Majesty referred to the long and close alliance 
which had existed between the two countries—both great 
colonising Powers—and_ expressed the conviction that the 
aim of each would be to civilise and establish efficient govern- 
ment in all their possessions, and to maintain the Colonies 
they possess without encroaching upon the domains of 
others. As the Victoria and Albert left the Tagus, thousands 
of people lined either bank of the river, cheering vociferously 
to the thunderous accompaniment of saluting-guns and 
the military homage of the troops drawn up along the 
quays. 

Honour for Sir George White.—The King 
spent the end of last week at Gibraltar, where His 
Majesty was accorded a most loynl reception at the hands 
ot the garrison and the inhabitants generally. At a 
banquet given in his honour, King Edward, in a gracious 
speech, announced that he had promoted General Sir 
George White to the rank of Field-Marshal of the British 
Army in recognition of his manifold services 10 his 
Sovereign an l country. There could not be. His Majesty 
remarked, a more popular appointment than that of the 
di-tinguished Irish soldier, whose brilliant exploits date 


from the Indian Mutiny. Sir George, whose home

Mr. Chamberlain and America.—An authorised 
denial has been given to the statement published in certain 
New York jouinals that Mr. Chamberlain had made 
arrangements to visit America in the autumn of this year. 


Pritish Officers Shot.—A dispatch from Simla. 
reports that while on the golf-links at Miranshah Tochi 
three British officers, Lieutenants Waller. Young, and 
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Langhorne, were fired upon ana wounded hy a couple of 
Dauri Ghazis. Both tanaties were captured, and one of 
them has since died. The officers are all reported to be 
doing well. 


The Ralkan Crisis.-—-The outlook in the Balkans 
becomes increasingly serious, risings among the Bulgarian 
and Macedonian peasantry succeeding one another with 
alarming frequency. The Bulgarian committees are dis- 
playing great activity ın drilling and training thè peasants 
in the use of arms, which are said to have been secretly 
introduced recently, Peasants are selling their live-stock 
to obtain guns and ammunition, adopting the more 
questionable expedient of killing the Mussulman soldiers 
to obtain their weapons. In the district of Prilep, fifty 
Christians were killed by Mussulmuns in the space of one 
week, and assassinations and outrages are rampant. The 
King of Servia has sent a handsome coffin for the burial of 
M. Stcherbina. the Russian Consul at Mitrovitza, who was 
shot by an Albanian while in company with the Turkish 
commander. Reports from Constantinople state that 
will probably be the centre of a general 
rian 1ising which is believed to be immment. 


Mad Mullah in Retreat.—The Mullah and his 
troops have fled from Walwal Wells, which they‘ occupied 
prior to the British oceupation of Galadi, reported in these 
columns last week. Italian Somaliland is thus clear. of 
the enemy, and it is expected that General Manning will 
effect a junction with the Abyssinian force at Gorgulubi. 
Twenty-eight prisoners and a quantity of live-stock fell 
into the hands of the Briti-h as the result of the capture of 
a party of Migertain spearmen by a force composed of Boer 
mounted infantry and a detachment of the 2nd Sikhs. 
After the attack upon Galadi, Boer and British mounted 
infantry pursued the enemy for eleven miles, firing u 
the fugitives without dismounting, and dropping several of 
them in the bush. The country is infested with lions, and 
during the night of April 1 the camel zareba was broken 
into by a posse of leonine marauders, seven camels being 
killed. Instances are-not wanting of men being lost in

Continental Labour Wars. — Many of the great 
disputes between capital and labour have had their 
inception in the spring, and this year the season has 
been marked by the outbreak of serious disturbances 
at various Continental centres. Amsterdam has during 
the past week been almost in a state of siege, conse- 
uent —— uu general strike of the employés of the 
tate railways directed aguinst certain anti-strike legis- 
lat on of the Government. Crowds of people collected in 
the streets, and the police used drawn:swords.in dispersing 
them. Dragoons joined inthe fray, charging the people 
and knocking them under the horses’ hoofs, a large 
number of casuaities.being reported. More than 250,000 
men are estimated to be out of work—municipal employés, 
electricians, builders, and many. other trades in addition to

Thomas G. Hensler, a London stockbroker who acted for 
Miss Holland, said the total value of shares sold for Miss 
Holland since January 1889 was £4596 13s. 3d Mr 
Hensler, in cross-examination, said it was a fact that, as 
regarded the period from 1894°to September 1901. be had 
thonght the letters purporting to come from Miss Holland 
were really in her handwriting.and that the signatures to 
the share-transfera were genuine. When shown a number 
of cheques and documents in court, Mr. Hensler remarked 
that he thought all the signatures varied slightly one from 
the other, but he was careful to point out that he is not a 
handwriting expert. Mr. John Rutter, an estate agent, 
then recorded the negotiations as to the purchase of Moat 
Farm. He was approached, he said, in 1898 by Dougal, 
who said he was acting on behalf of a lady be was about 
to marry—Miss Holland. A contract was made o.t for 
£1550, the price agreed’ upon, and signed by Dougal, Miss 
Holland's cheque for £200 being paid as deposit. A day or 
two later Miss Holland called upon Mr. Rutter, and in 
consequence of what she said a new contract was made with 
her name as purchaser. Mr. John Coote, solicitor, having 
produced a letter dated June 18, 1900, purporting to be 
signed by Miss Holland, and authorising the transfer of Moat 
House Farm to Dougal, the case was again adjourned.

VERY year, every month, every week almost, 
racegoers do less betting than they did. For all the 
commissions, reformers, and other persons who, with 
very little real information on the subject, set them- 
selves up as authorities, may be pleased to say about 

betting’s inerease, I am fully satisfied-that they are quite 
wrong. Certainly we have one or two professional backers, 
habitual dealers in large sums, who oppose themselves to 
the bookmakers.’ These are exceptions, who, I admit, do 
play heavily ; but the ‘public, the racing world at large, 
is for the very most part a mild speculator, whose deals 
have been on a diminishing scale for a long while. 


Anyone who, like myself, finds it his duty to endeavour 
to spot winners of what are known as ante-post betting 
races, is in postion to speak with certainty on this betting 
question. You see, one of the most trustworthy guides to 
consult on such business is, or rather was, the market. 
Money speaks, and no matter how cleverly owners and 
their commissioners may contrive to keep stable inform- 
ation private property, its value can only materialise 
through backing or laying against the horses discovered to 
be good or bad. Now, the latter-day market is not only 
cramped, but very sensitive, and a practised hand 
en discover fairly easily through it what is really 
fancied and vice-versa. I write can,“ but, correcting

Preserving Eggs in Waterglass. 


I have again had inquiries about waterglass, which is so 
good a preservative. It is a.very curious substance, almost 
unknown to the generat reader. A better name for. it is 
soluble glass. It is -called‘a.glass because it is an alkaline 
silicate; and is termed'solublesbecause it will dissolve in 


water, or, father, will mix with’ water very easily. It is 
| made by fusing silica--for example, quartz+with sodium 
| or potassium carbonate, adding a little small coal, in order 


to aid the reaction. ‘The commonest grades are manu- 
factured by fusing two parts-of quartz sand with one part 
of sodium carbonnte and one-tenth part of small coal. 
The following, if ‘fused together in one mass, is perfectly 
soluble in boiling water and) forms a liquid glass. Silica, 
192 parts ; anhydrous carbonate of soda, 54 parts; anhydrons 
carbonate of potash, 70 parte. In solution it.enters thé 
pores of the eggs and · probably combines with the calcium 
carbonate of the eggshell, forming an impervious cement.

trated’ food, is often reflected intan imentary light 
when tlie question of ost is considered; yet stockowners 
are slow to abandon their use of it in favour of the less 
costly articles. One reason for the widespread belief in 
linseel-cake may be that it. isa very palatable and whole- 
some food, and, if stock give larger pronts on certain others,

Celery.
